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FINAL REJECTION 

The objection and rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, are claims 1 and 8-9 is 
withdrawn in view of the amendments to claim 1 and since claims 8-9 were canceled. 

The rejection over Molnar et al (US 6,388,543) in view of Mouchavar et al (US 
6,009,349) is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims.. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (e) as being anticipated by Wu et al (US 
6,987,966). 

Wu et al discloses in Figure 10 a polyphase filter comprising: 

- at least two filters (116, 1 18, 138-142), each for filtering an input signal (VIIP, VIIN, VIQP, 
VIQN)) to produce a filtered signal at an output; 

- at least two integrators(q4, q6); and 

wherein the output of each integrator is coupled via an impedance element (86, 88, 90, 92) to an 
input of an adjacent integrator. 
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The applicant's arguments over Molnar et al (US 6,388,543) and Mouchavar et al are

persuasive without traverse. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

These claims are allowed because the prior art of record does not suggest "the impedance 
element is a capacitor".
